This is Reform. 
M ilw au k ie S en tin el, Dec. 1st ] 
The W isconsin Central Line has 
resolved upon 
a reform 
which 
should be imitated by all the roads 
in the country. 
It has decided to increase the 
pay of the porters and waiters em­ 
ployed on its sleeping and dining 
carr to an amount which will give 
them ample compensation for their 
work, and prohibits them from re­ 
ceiving “ tips” 
from passengers. 
Orders are issued to them to receive 
no money from any passenger ex­ 
cept for black shoes “ when re­ 
quested” to do so. 
For that ser­ 
vice they are permitted to accept 
IO cents. 
The passengers 011 tile W iscon­ 
sin Central after this will not be 
annoyed by the un-American sys­ 
tem of gratuities to employes of 
the road. 
The road will pay its 
employes and not trust to the char­ 
ities of the traveling 
public to 
maintain them. 
This is a real reform. 
It is a 
greater 
boon 
to employes even 
than to the public. 
It relieves 
them from a degraded position. 
The man who lives oil “ tips” for 
a livelihood necessarily loses self­ 
respect. 
The system is one which 
inconsistent with the status of a 
free American citizen. 
It is a dis­ 
grace to the great railway corpora­ 
tions that they have so long foster­ 
ed this degrading practice. 
They 
are amply able to pay fair wages 
to all of their employes, but they 
have left one class of them depen­ 
dent upon the charity of others. 
The wages paid to sleeping car 
porters have been hardly sufficient 
to pay their board, and they have 
been "forced to rely upon the gra­ 
tuities received from passengers, 
leading them to obtrusive atten­ 
tions upon those who leed them 
liberally, while others were cor­ 
respondingly neglected. 
The cen­ 
tral road is entitled to great credit 
for setting the example of paying 
its men fair wages and prohibiting 
“ tips” on its line.

ot such interpretation and definition of the ( 
art Ie of the convention of i s i s , relating 
to the territorial waters aud inshore fisher- j 
ie* of the British provinces, as should secure j 
the Canadian rights from encroachment by j 
United Stat- s fishermen, and at the same 
tune ensure enjoyment by the latter of the

from time to time foi nearly three-quarters

to allay friction, which, however, has re­ 
vived as each treaty was terminated.

The joint commission by w hom the 
treaty had been negotiated, although in­ 
vested witn plenary [vower to make a per­ 
manent settlement, were content with a 
temporary arrangement, after the termina­ 
tion of w Ll ch the question was relegated to 
the stipulations of me treaty of IM *, as to 
the first article of which no construction 
satisfactory to both countries has ever been 
agreed upon 
The progress of civilization 
sud growth of population in the British 
provinces to w h ch the fisheries rn question 
are contiguous, and the extension of com­ 
mercial intercourse between them and the 
Vnited States, present to-day a condition of 
affairs scarcely realizable at the date of the 
negotiations of IM * 
New and vast inter­ 
ests have been brought into existence; mode* 
of intercourse Itetween the res[»ective coun­ 
tries have l*een invented and multiplied; the 
methods tit conducting the fisheries have 
been wholly changed, aud all this is necessa­ 
rily entitled to candid aud careful considera­ 
tion In tile adjustment of the terms and con­ 
dition* of intercourse and commerce between 
the United States and their neighbors along 
a troutier of over 3 HOO miles. 
This propiu- 
quity, community ol language and occupa­ 
tion and similarity of political and social In­ 
stitutions, indicate tbe practicability and ob­ 
vious wisdom of m aintaining m utually ben­ 


eficial and friendly relations 
Whilst I am 
unieignedly desirous that such 
relations 
should exist between us and the inhabitants 
of Canada, yet the action of their officials 
during the past season toward our fishermen 
has l>een such as to seriously threaten the 
efforts to secure a satisfactory settlem ent 
J he fishery question negotiations are still 
[vending, with reasonable hoj>e that before 
the close of the present session of congress 
such advancem ent will be made that an ac­ 
ceptable conclusion will have been reached. 
At an early day there may be laid before 
congress the correspondence of the depart­ 
m ent of state In relation to this important 
subject, so that the history of the [vast fish­ 
ing season may be fully disclosed sud the 
action and the intention of the administra­ 
tion c osely comprehended. 
More extended 
reference is not deem ed necessary in this 
communication. 
OTHER FOREIGN MATTERS 
The recom m endation subm itted last year 
that provision Ive made for a preliminary re- 
connaissanoe of the conventional boundary 
line between Alaska and British Columbia 
is renewed. 
I express m y unhesitating con­ 
viction that the intim acy of relation with 
Hawaii should Ive emphasised. 
As a result 
of the reciprocity treaty of 1875, those isl­ 
ands, on the highway of Oriental and Aus­ 
tralian traffic, air virtually an out[Kvst of 
American com m erce and a stepping stone to 
the growing trade of 
the 1‘acifie. 
The 
Po ynesian island groups have been so ab­ 
sorbed by other and more [vowerful govern­ 
m ents that the Hawaii islands are left almost 
alone in the enjoym ent of their autonom y, 
which it is im|H)rtant for us should be pre 
served. 
Our treaty bs now ternm ahle at one 
year’s notice, but propositions to abrogate 
it would Im*, in my judgem ent, most ill­ 
advised.

Lying close at our doors, and I 
moling here their main markets of supply f 
aud demand, the welfare of Cuba and 1’orto 
Hico arni their production arni trade art: | 
scarcely less important to us than to Spain 
Their commercial and financial movements 
are so naturally a part of our system that no 
obstacle to tuber, freer intercourse should 
be permitted to exist. 
Tbe standing instruc­ 
tions of our representatives at Madrid and 
Havana have for years been to leave no ef­ 
fort unessayed to further these ends, and at 
no time has the equal good desire of Spain 
been more hopefully manifested than now*. 
The government of Spain thus removing the 
consular tonnage fees on cargoes shipped to 
the Antilles, and by reducing passport fees 
has show n lls recognizance of the ne«*ds of 
less trammeled intern)ii-Mi.

We have treaties w ith many states 
providing for the renunciation of citizenship 
by naturalized aliens, but no statute is found 
to give effect to such engagem ents, nor any 
w hicb provides a needed central bureau for 
the registration at naturalized citizens.

perience suggests that our statutes regulat­ 
ing extradition might be advantageously 
am ended ny a provision for the transit 
across our territory, now a convenient thor­ 
oughfare of travel from one foreign country 
to another, of fugitives surrendered by a 
foreign governm ent to a third state.

Pi my last annual message to congress atten­ 
tion w is directed to the fact that the revenues 
of I he government exceed its actual need, and it 
was suggested that legislative action should lie 
taken to relieve t he people of the unnecessary 
burden of taxation thus made apparent. 
In 
vi**w of the pressing im; tor tan ce of the subject, 
I deem It my duty to again urge its considera­ 
tion The Income of the government, with its in­ 
creased volume and through economies in its 
collection, is now more than ever iii excess of 
public necessities. The application of the sur­ 
plus to the payment of such portion of the pub­ 
lic debt an is now at our option, subject to ex­ 
tinguishment if continued at th • rate which has 
lately prevailed, would retire that cia** of in­ 
debtedness within less than one year from this 
date. Tims a continuation of our pr sent rev­ 
enue would soon result in the receipt of an 
annual 
income 
much 
greater than neces­ 
sary to meet government expenses, with 
no 
indebtedness upon which it could be applied. 
We should theil Is* confronted with a vast quan­ 
tity of money, the circulating medium of the 
people, boarded In the treasury, when It should 
be in their hands, or we should l>e drawn into 
wasteful public extravagance with all the cor­ 
rupting national demoralization which follows 
in its train. But it Is not tho simple existence 
of *hi« sarpius aud its threatened attendant 
evils which furnish the strongest argument 
against our present scale'of federal taxation.

In connect ion with this snbjece I earn­ 
estly reiterate t ie practical necessity of supply­ 
ing soms mode of trustw orthy inspection and 
reto rt of the manner in which the consulates 
are conducted. 
In the absence of such reliable 
Information efficiency can scarcely bs rewarded 
or its opposite corrected. 
Increasing competi­ 
tion in trade has directed attention to tbe value 
of the consular reports printed bv the depart­ 
m ent of state, and the efforts of the government 
to extend tbe practical usefulness of tues J re­ 
to rts hive created a wider demand for them at 
home aud a spirit of emulation abroad. C onsti­ 
tuting a record of the changes occurring In 
trade and of the progiess of the art* and inven­ 
tion in foreigu countries, they are much sought 
tor bv all interested in the subjects which they 


T H E TH EA KU RY. 
ITS CONDITION OUTLINED. 
The report of the secretary of the treasury ex­ 
hibits in detail the condition of the public 
finances, end of the several branches of the gov­ 
ernment related to his department. 
I especially 
direct the attention of congress to the rec­ 
ommendations contained iii tins and the last 
preceding report of the secret ary touching Hic 
simplification and amendment of the laws re­ 
lating to the collection of our revenues, and in 
the interest of economy and justice to the gov­ 
ernment I hoi** they may be adopted by appro­ 
priate legislation. The ordinary receipts of the 
government for the fiscal year ended Jane 30, 
i s st), were $336,439.727.06. Of this amount 
unw isdom of legislation appearing to have a 
$ 192*905,023.41 was received from customs, 
special national discrim ination for its object 
trad $116,805.936 48 from internal revenue. 
which, although unintentional, may give 
rise to injurious relation*. 
The establish­ 
ment. less than four years ago. of a lega­ 
tion at Teheran, is bearing fruit in the inter­ 
est exhibited by the shah's goverin rat in the 
industrial activity of the United States and 
the opportunities of benefit, 
stable govern­ 
ment is now happily restored in Tern by the 
election of a constitutional president. 
A 
period of rehabilitation is entered upon. 
Re­ 
covery is necessarily slow from the ex­ 
haustion caused by the late war and civil 
disturbances. 
A convention to adjust by ar- 
b.nation claims of our citizens bas been 
promised and is under consideration. 
The 
naval officer who bore to Siberia the testi­ 
monials bestowed by congress in recognition 
of tbe aid given to the Jeannette survivors 
has successfully accomplished his mission. 
His interesting report will be submitted.

is pleasant to know that this mark of appre­ 
ciation has been welcomed by the Russian 
government and people as toliis the tradi­ 
tional friendship of the two countries.

opposing interests in the islands have led 
lung Mallets* to seek an alliance or protec­ 
tion rn some one quarter, regardless of the 
distinct engagements whereby no one of the 
three treaty powers mav acquire any para­ 
mount or exclusive interest.

M ahetsa offered to place Samoa under the

not i«- suddenly aud to their injury deprived of 
advan’age* to which they have adapted their 
busine**: but if the public good rq u ire s it, 
they should is- content with such consideration 
as shall deal fairly and cautiously with their 
interest*. 
While the Just demand of th * people 
for relief from needless taxation is hones iv 
answered, a reasonable and tim ely submission 
to such a demand should certainly i*" |»>s*il»le 
without a disastrous shock to any interest; and 
a cheerful conn -dun sometimes avert* abrupt 
and beedlex action often the outgrowth of jm-

Those actually engaged in and more remotely 
connected with this kirn! of work num ber nearly 
cue-half of our populat ion; none labor harder or 
more continuously than they. No enactm ents 
limit their hours bf toil, and no interposition of 
the government enhances to any great extent 
the value of their products, and yet. for many of 
the necessaries and comforts of life, which the 
most scrupulous economy enables them to bring 
into their home*, and for their Implements of 
husbandry, they are obliged to pay a price 
largely increased by an unnatural profit which, 
by the action of the government, is given to the 
more favored m auuiacturer. 
I recommend that 
keeping in view all these considerations, the in­ 
creasing and unnee “sary surplus of national in­ 
come annually accumulating be released to tile 
people by an amendment of our revenue law* 
which shall sharpen the price of necessaries of 
life and give freer entrance to such imported 
materials a* by American labor may foe ^manu­ 
factured into marketable cc ramodiiies. Nothing 
can be accomplished, however, in the direction 
of this rn ach-needed reform unless tbe subject 
is approached in a patriotic spirit of devotion to 
the interest* of tile entire country and w ith a 
willingness to yield something tor the public 
good.

$80,643,200 was so tailed lo answer the re­ 
quirem ents bf law relating to the sinking fund 
and $466,399 for the purpose of reducing the 
public debt by application of a part of the sur­ 
plus in the treasury to that object. Of the

was $23.44*,96o.OI. There ha*I been coined up 
to the close of the previous fiscal year, under the 
provisions of the law, 203,882,554 silver dollars, 
and on Dec. I, 1**6, the total amount of snob 
coinage w as $247,131,549. The director of the 
mint reports ihat at the time of the passage of 
the law of 1878 directing tin* coinage the in­ 
trinsic value of the dollars then coined was 94bt 
cen - coch, and that on the 31 st of July, 18*6. 
the price of silver reached the lowest stage ever 
known, so that the intrinsic or bullion price of

coinage by the government enhances the price 
of that commodity or secures uniformity In it* 
value.

United States treasury notes of small de* 
nations and the issuing of small sliver coil 
been resorted to in the endeavor to accoil. 
this result in obedience to tho will aud Hems 
m ents of the representatives of the people in 
congress. 
On Nov. 27, 1*86, the people Ii- Id of 
these coins, or certificates representing them, 
the nominal sum of $16(5,373,041, arni we still 
have $79,464,345 in Hie treasury, as against 
about $142,894,055 in the hand* of the people 
and $72,865,376 remaining in the treasury one 
year ago. The director of tho m int Hgairt urges 
the necessity of more vault room for tho pur­ 
pose of storing these sliver dollars which are 
not needed for circulation by the jieopie. 
SUSPENSION URGED. 
I have seen no reason to change the view* ex­ 
pressed in my last annual message on the snh- 
iect of compulsory coinage, and I again urge its 
suspension on ail the grounds contained in my 
former rocommenuatIon, reinforce'! by tho sig­ 
nificant increase of our gold exportations dur­ 
ing the last year, as appears by the compara­ 
tive statem ent herewith presented, and for the 
further reasons that the more this currency is 
distributed among tile !>eople tile greater be­ 
comes our duty to protect it from disaster: t Hut 
we now have abundance for all our needs, and 
that there seems but little propriet r in building 
vaults to store such currency when the only 
pretense for Bs coinage is the necessity of its 
use by the people as a circulating medium. 


LU s H MI* CC I.LEG I IONS 
A HOST OF SUITS. 
The great numi»*r of suits now (lending in the 
Unit d Blate* courts for the Southern dial riel of 
New York, growing out of the collection of < us- 
ti-ms revenue at tho port of New York, arui tile 
ii u in lier of such suits that are almost daily in­ 
stituted, are certainly worthy the attention of 
Hic congress. These legal controversies, based 
ujxin conflicting view s by importers and the col­ 
lector as to the iuterpretotlon of our present 
complex and indefinite revenue laws, m ight lie 
largely obviated by ail amenoiuent of those laws. 
But jiendiug such amendment the present con­ 
dition of this litigation should be relieved. There 
are uow pending about 2,5(8) of these suits. 
More than 1,1<K) have been commenced within 
the j-ast eighteen months, and m&uv of the oth­ 
er* have been at issue for more than twenty-five 
years. These delays subject tbe government to 
loss of evidence and prevent the preparation

while 
constantly 
accruing 
interest 
threatens

In the j»resent condition

the ordinary and current business of his office; 
these ruinous litigations cannot lie considered. 
Iu default of the adoption by congress of a plan 
for the general reorganization of the federal 
court*, as bus heretofore )*:- n recommend I. J 
urge the propriety of passing a law permitting 
the appointm ent of an additional federal judgs 
in the dis’rid court where these government 
suits have accumulated, so that by continuous 
sessions of tbe courts devoted to the trial ol 
these cast s they may lie determined.

TOE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The rejxrrt of the secretary of war gives a de­ 
tail'<1 account of the adm inistration of his de­ 
partm ent, and contains sunury recommenda­ 
tions for the improvement of the service which 
I fully approve. 
The army consisted, at th- 
date of the last coli- di lated return, of 2,103 
offic- rs aud 21.946 enlisted men. The expense* 
of the departm ent for the last fiscal year were 
$36.’..*90,903 2*. including $6,294.305 43 for 
public w-.rks and river and harbor improve­ 
ments. 
I especially direct the attention of the 
congress to the recommendation that officers be 
required to subm it lo an examination as a pre­ 
liminary to their promotion. 
I see no ob­ 
jection but 
many advantages 
in 
adopting 
this feature, 
which has operated so benefi­ 
cially 
in 
our 
navy 
dejwirtmerit, a* 
well 
a« 
in 
some 
branches 
of 
the 
army. 
Ih e *ubj-*<-t of co vs-, defenses and fortifications 
has been fully and carefully treated bv the board 
on fortifications, whose report was subm itted at 
the last session of congress, bat no constructed 
w ork of the kind recommended by tbe board has 
be- n possible during the past year from the lack 
of appropriations for such purj-ose. The defense­ 
less condition of our sea coast aud lake frontier 
is perfectly palpable. The examination made 
must convince us ail that certain of our cities, 
named in the report of the hoard, should be 
fortified, and that wurk on tbe most I rn (Kart ant 
of these fortifications should foe commenced at 
once. The work has t o n thoroughly considered 
and laid out, the secretary of war reports, but 
all is delayed in detault of congressional ac; ion. 
The absolute necessity, judged by all stan-iards 
of prudence and foresight, of prejarati n tor 
an effectual resistance- against tbe armor* I -;<a> 
aud steel gun* and mortars of modern con­ 
struction, which mav threaten the cities on our 
Octants, is so apparent that I hope effective steps 
will to taken in that direction immediately. The 
valuable ami suggestive treatm ent of the ques­ 
tion by the ** et* > ary of war is earn<*)tiy corn­ 
in*, adod to the consideration of the congress. 
TOE APACHE WAS. 
In September and October last the hostile 
Apaches, who, undt-r the leadership of Geron­ 
imo, ha*I for eighteen m onths been on the war­ 
path. aud during that tim* had committed many 
murders and been the cause of constant terrors 
to the settlers of Arizona, surrendered to Gen. 
Miles, the m ilitary commander who succeeded 
(nm. Crook in th * management and dlrec;ion of 
t*.elr pursuit. Under the terms of their sur­ 
render, as then reported, and in view of the un­ 
der*- sliding which theso mur<icron« savages en­ 
tertain of the assurances gived them, it wa* con­ 
sidered best to imprison them in such manner 
as to prevent their ev*-r engaging In such out­ 
rage- again. iu*t'-ad of trying them for murder. 
Fort Dickens having lieen selected as a safe place 
of confinement, all the adult males were sent 
thither and will be closely guarded as prisoner*. 
In the meantime the re«ldn<; of the band, who, 
though attil remaining upon the reservation, 
were regarded a* unsafe and suspected of fur­ 
nishing aid to tho-*; on the warpath, had been 
removed to Fort Marion. The women and larger 
children of the hostile* were slso taken there, 
and arrangements have been made for Milling 
the children of proper age in Indian schools. 
t h e n a v a l e s t a b l is h m e n t . 
The report of the secretary of tho navy con­ 
tain* a detailed report of the condition of his de- 
partm ent, as it It such a statem ent of the aciiou 
needed to improve the same as should challenge 
the rarn -st attention of congress 
The pr -cut 
navv of the United Blate*, aside from tbe ship* 
in course of construction, con-isis of: 
First, 
fourteen sm gle-iurreted monitors, none of which 
are in commission, nor at the present time 
serviceable. The batterie* of these »*hips are 
abeolete, and they can only be relic*! tqxm a* 
auxiliary ship* In harlxtr defense, and then after 
such an expenditure uj*on them a* mtght not be 
deemed justifiable. 
Becuad, five fourth rate 
v<— -el* of »mail tonnage, only one of which was 
designed as a war vessel. Third, twenty-seven 
cruising shij**, three of which are built of Iron, 
cf small tonnage, and tw entv-fonr of wood. Of 
these wooden vessels, it is estim ated by t lie 
chief constructor of the navy, only throe will be 
serviceable beyond a period of six year*, at 
which time it may Is) said that of the present 
naval fore nothing worthy the name will remain. 
All the vessels heretofore authorised are under 
contract rn the coarse of construction, except 
the armor* d ships, the torpedo and dynamite 


lK>at«, and one cruiser. As to the last of these, 
the bids were in excess of tbe limit fixed by 
congress. The production in the United State* 
of armor and gun steel I* a question which it 
seems necessary to settle at an early day lf the 
armored war vessel* are to be completed with 
these material* of home manufacture. Th s ha* 
I ice ii the subject of investigation by two board* 
and by two special committee* of congress 
within the last three year*. The reto rt of tho 
gun foundry board in 1**4, of the b**ard on 
fortifications made in January la*', and,; he re­ 
ports of the select committees of the two houses 
ma*Ie at the last session of .congress, have en­ 
tirely exhausted the subject so tar a* prelimi­ 
nary investigation la involved, and in their rec­ 
ommendation* they are substantially agreed. 
In the event that t he present invitation of the 
department for bids to furnish such of this m a­ 
terial as is now authorized shall fall to induce 
domestic manufacturers to undertake the large 
expenditures required to prepare h r thi* new 
manufacture, and no other steps are taken bv 
congress at it* coming session, the secretary 
contemplates with dissatisfaction the necessity 
of obtaining abroad the armor and the gun steel 
for the authorized shit**. It would seem desir­ 
able that tile wants of the arniv aud the navy in 
tins regard should be reasonably met, and that 
bv uniting the contracts such inducement might 
be offered as would result la securing the do­ 
mestication of these important interests.

year upon the rates of expenditure then existing 
contemplated the unavoidable augmentation of | 
the deficiency in the last fiscal year by nearly j 
two millions of dollars, the anticipated reve­ 
nue for the last year failed of realization byn 
about $64,(88). but proper measures of economy 
have so 
satisfactorily limited

At the close of the j 
last fiscal year the expense of transportation on 
star route* stood at an annual rate of cost Ie** j 
by over $566,(881 ttian at the close of t he previous 
year, and steamboat and mail service at nearly 
$200,000 less. The service has l>een in the mean­ 
time enlarged sud extended by the establish­ 
ment of new- offices, increase of routes of carri­ 
age, expansion of carrier delivery convenience*, 
and additions to the railway mail facilities In 
accordance with the growing exigencies of Hie 
country aud the long established policy of the 
government. The postm aster general calls at- I 
tendon o the existing law 
for compensating 
railroad-, and expresses the opinion that a 
method may be devised which will prove more j 
just to the carriers and beneficial to the gov­ 
ernm ent: and the subject appears worthy of 
your early consideration. 
THE OCEAN SERVICE. 
The differences which arose during the year 
with certain of the ocean steamship companies 
have term inated by the acquiescence of all in 
the policy of the government appr ved by con­ 
gress in the jjostat appropriatioreat its last ses­ 
sion; and the departm ent now enjoys tim u t­ 
most service affor led by all vessels which sail 
from out port* upon either ocean.

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The conduct of the departm ent of justice for 
tbe la*t fiscal year Is fully detailed m the re­ 
port of the attorney general, aud I Invite the 
earnest attention of the congress to the same, 
and due consideration of the recommendations 
therein contained 
In the report subm itted by 
thi* officer to the last session of the congress ho 
strongly recommended the erection of a peni­ 
tentiary for the confinement of prisoners con­ 
victed and sentenced in the United States courts; 
and he repeats the recommendation in Iii* report 
for tile las? year. This Is a m atter of very great 
importance arid should at once receive congres­ 
sional action. 
United 8tales prisoners are now 
confined in more than thirty different state 
prisons and \ enilentiarie* situated in every part 
of the count ry. They are subjected to nearly a* 
many different modes of treatm ent and dis­ 
cipline, and are far too much removed from the 
control and regulation of the government, no far 
a* they are entitled to humane treatm ent and 
opportunities for improvement and reformation. 
The government r~ i* sponsible to them and so­ 
ciety that these things are forthcoming, but this 
duty eau scarcely be discharged without more 
absolute eontiui and discretion than is possible 
under the present system.

barrassments to progress In the work of leading 
th • Indians to the adoption of our institutions 
and bringing them under too operation, the in­ 
fluence and tbe protection of the universal laws 
of our country. 
THE PUBLIC LANDS. 
The recommendation* of the secretary of the 
interior and the commissioner of the general 
land office looking to the netter protection of 
public lands sud of the public surreys, the 
preservation of the national forests, the adjudi­ 
cation of grants to states and cori>orations and 
of private land claim and the Increased effi­ 
ciency of the public land aery ice, are commended 
to the attention of congress. Tosecure the widest 
distribution of public lands in limited quanti­ 
ties among settlers of residence and cultivation 
and thus make the greatest number of individ­ 
ual homes, was the primary object of the pub­ 
lic land legislation in the early days of the re­ 
public. Thi* system was a simple one. It com­ 
menced with an admirable scheme of public 
land survey by which the hum blest citizen 
could Identify the tract upon which he wished 
to establish his home. The price of lands was 
placed, within the reach of all the enterprising, 
industrious and honest pioneer citizens of the 
country. 
It wa* soon, however, found that the 
object of the laws wa* [adverted under the sys­ 
tem of ca*h sales from a distribution of land 
among tbe people to an accumulation of land 
capital by wealthy and speculative persons. 
To check this tendency a preference right of 
purchase was given to settlers on the land, a 
plan which culminated in the general pre-em p­ 
tion act of 1841. The foundation of this system 
was actual residence and cultivation. Twenty 
years later the homestead law was devised to 
more sorely place actual homes iu th*- posses­ 
sion of actual cultivators of tbe soil. The land 
wa* given without price, the sole conditions l>e- 
ing residence. Improvement and cultivation. 
Other law* have followed, each designed to en­ 
courage the acquirement and use of land in lim­ 
ited Individual quantities. But in late years 
these 
laws, through vicious 
administrative 
methods and under changed conditions of com­ 
munication and transportation, have been so 
evaded and violated that their beneficent pur­ 
pose is threatened with entire defeat. 
The 
methods of such eva*ion* and violations are set 
forth in detail in the reports of the secretary of 
tile interior and commissioner of the general 
land office. The rapid appropriation of our pub­ 
lic lands without bona fide settlement* or civ­ 
ilization, aud not only without intention of res­ 
idence, but for th# purpose of their aggregation 
In large holdings, In many case* In the hands of 
foreigners, invite the serious aud immediate a t­ 
tention of congress. The earnings of the laud 
departm ent have been devoted during the pres­ 
ent adm inistration to remedy defects aud 
CORRECT ABUSES 
In the public laud service 
The results of these 
effort* are so largely in the nature of reforms in 
the jiractice aud methods of our land system as 


hoard of direction. In considering the plan pro­ 
posed the sole m atters which should be taken 
into account, in my opinion, are the situation of 
the government as a creditor and the surest way 
to secure Hie payment of the principal and in 
teresfc of its debt. By a recent decision of the 
snoreme court of the United States it has been 
adjudged that tile laws of the several states are 
Inoperative to regulate rates of transportation 
upon railroad*, if such-regulation interferes with 
the rate of carriage from one state Rito another. 
This important field of control and regulation 
having been thus left entirely unoccupied, the 
exjs-diency of federal action upon the subject Is 
worthy of consideration. 


LA HOK AND C A P IT A L . 
POW ER OF THE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 
Tile relations of labor and capital and of labor­ 
ing men to their employers are of the utmost 
concern to every patriotic citizen, 
When these 
are strained and distorted unjustifiable claims 
are apt to be insisted upon by both interests, 
arid in the controversy which results the welfare 
of all and the prosj/erity of the country are 
jeopardized. Adv intervention of the general 
government within the Unfits of Its constitu­ 
tional authority to avert such a cond lion should 
i»e willingly accorded. In a special message 
transm uted to congress at Its last session, I 
suggested the enlargement of onr present tailor 
bureau, and adding to its | resent functions th* 
power of arbitration in cases where differences 
arise between employes and < m ploy et*. 
When 
these differences reach such a stage a* to result 
in the interruption of commerce between the 
.state* the applica ion of t is remedy bv the gen­ 
eral government might ic tegarded as entirely 
within its constitution a! powers, and I think 
we might reasonably hop-- that such arbitration, 
if carefully selected and if entitled to tile confi­ 
dence of the parties to ie afft-ct-d, would i»e 
voluntarily called to the settlement of tbe 
controversy of less extent and not necessarily 
within the domain of D-deral regulation.

The agents having general charge^ ami 
supervision iii many case* of more than 5.(8).) 
Indians, scattered over large reservations, and 
hardened with the details of account tiulitv tor 
funds and supplies have time to look After the 
industrial training and improvement of a row 
Indians only. The many are necletied, and re­ 
main idle and despondent—conditions not favor­ 
able for tbe progress of civilization. 
The com­ 
pensation allowed the*? agents and the condi­ 
tions of the service are not calculated to secure 
for the work men who are fitted by ability and 
skill to properly plan and intelligently direct the 
methods best adopted to produce the most 
speedy results and permanent benefits. Hence 
the necessity for a supplemental agency or sva- 
tem directed to tbe end of promoting the genera! 
and more rapid transition of tribes from the 
habits and customs of barbarism to the wav* of 
civilization. 
Wit h an anxious desire to devise 
some plan of operation bv which to secure the 
welfare of the Indians and to relieve the treas­ 
ury as far as possible from tho supjiort of art 
idle, deiw udcnt population, I recommended in 
ray jirevious annual message the passage of a 
law authorizing tho 
APPOINTMENT OF A COMMISSION 
as on instrum entality auxiliary to those already 
established for the rare of the Indians. 
It was 
designed that this commission should bi com­ 
posed of *ix intelligent aud capable persons, 
three to be detailed from the army, having prac­ 
tical ideas upon the subject of the treatm ent of 
Indians aud interested in their welfare, and that 
it should to charged, under the direction of the 
secretary of the interior, with the management 
of such matter* of detail as cannot with tire 
present organization Vie properly and success­ 
fully conducted, and widen present different 
pha-es, as the Indians themselves differ in their 
progress, needs, disposition and capacity for 
improvement or immediate self-support. By 
the aid of such a commission much unwise and 
useless expenditure of money, waste of m ateri­ 
als aud unavailing efforts might to" avoided, and 
it is hoped that this, or some measure w lfic.'i 
the wisdom of congress may totter devise to 
supply the deficiency of the present system, inay 
receive your consideration and the appropriate 
legislation to provided. The time is ripe t r 
the work of such an agency. There is less oppo­ 
sition to the education and training ot the 
Iudiau youth as shown bv Hie Increased attend­ 
ance upon the schools, and there is a yielding 
tendency for the individual holding of lands. 
Development and advancement in the** direc­ 
tions are essential, ar: I should have every en­ 
couragement. 
As the rising generation 
are 
taught the language of civalization and trained 
in 
habits 
of 
industry, 
they 
should 
as­ 
sume tho duties, privileges and responsibilities 
of citizenship, and no obstacles should hinder 
the location and settlement of any Indian w ill­ 
ing to take land in severalty. On the contrary, 
the inclination to do so should be stimulated at 
all times when proper and expedient.

Is no authority of law for making allotments on 
Borne of the reservations aud on others the allot- 
mullt h rroYided f°r an? so ymal) that Hip Indians, 
though ready and desiring to settle down, ere not 
willing to accept such small area*, when their 
reservations contain ample lands to afford .hem 
homesteads of sufficient size to meet their pres­ 
ent and tuture needs. These inequalities of ex­ 
isting special laws and treaties should be cor­ 
rected and some general legislation on the sn >- 
lect should to provided so that the more pro­ 
gressive members ot the different triltes mav >•: 
settled upon homestead*, and by their example 
learn others to follow, breaking away from tribal 
customs and substituting therefor love of home.

Indian character and nature are such that they 
are not easily led while brooding over unad­ 
justed wrongs.

Matters arising from the con­

THE CORONER'S VERDICT. 


M o o rh ead , Special Telegram, Dec. 3 .—Cor­ 
oner Darrow’s investigation concerning tho 
death of C. M. Tennis, resulting; from the 
collision of trains at Muskoda, besan yester- 
da. the jurors going; to the scene of the dis­ 
aster yesterday morning' and returning last 
evening;. 
The testimony in the case beg;an 
last evening', when Conductor J. II. O’Neill, 
of Tram No. I, was examined. 
The inquiry 
was resumed at 10:30 this morning, Dr. 
Darrow, coroner; Attorney W. B. Douglas, 
acting county attorney, and all the jurors 
being present. 
The witnesses were C. G. 
Hanley, engineer of Train No. I; Hugh Mur­ 
phy, fireman of Train No. I; IL II. iScolic, 
engineer 
of 
No. 
6, 
and FI 
G. 
Cole, 
train dispatch at Brainerd. 
The verdict of 
the jury indicates somewhat the character 
of the testimony. 
Mr. Cole admits th at he 
overlooked a very im portant order from 
Wadena directing Train No. I to go through 
to Fargo regardless of Train No. 0, claiming 
the time which had e!aj>sed since it was 
given and the time when No. 0 left F a rg o - 
three hours and a half—and the pressure of 
his duties, all trains behind and all calling 
for orders, caused forgetfulness, and was 
not done intentionally. 
The jury this after­ 
noon rendered the following verdict: 
We find that said C. M. Tennis was killed at 
Muskoda Station in the collision between Trains 
No. I and No. 6, upon the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road, by and based upon the negligence and un­ 
skillfulness of the servrnts of said company in 
t he discharge of their duties. We believe that 
extenuating circumstances existed in the mat­ 
ter of sending dispatches by the train dispatcher 
of said road (the one stationed at Brainerd), and 
that we are not warranted in recommending that ] 
he be held In any manner criminally responsi­ 
ble. We particularly commend the action of E. 
G. 8Onley, the engineer of Train No. I, for hi*

The Wrecked Schooner Ariadne. 


O sw ego, N. Y., Dec. 3.— A lonjr but una­ 
voidable delay occurred yesterday in the 
nine-mile journey of the life saving crew to 
tho w recked schooner Ariadne, w hich went 
ashore near here. 
The vessel in the m ean­ 
time with fast going to pieces, and a jiortion 
of her stern, which drifted ashore, pave her 
name as the Ariadne, from Newcastle, G ot, 
bound for Oswego, with barley. 
It was im­ 
possible to launch the life boat on account 
of tho surf, aud a m ortar was sent for. 
It 
was after 3 o’clock when it arrived, and the 
only portion of the schooner then out of 
w ater was her bow\ upon which could be 
seen clinging three men. 
The body of the 
captain, ll ugh McKay, aged twenty nine, of 
Toronto, Ont., dropped from the forward 
rigging; into the lake and disappeared. When 
tne life line was shot over the schooner from 
the shore the men were too much exhausted 
to make it fast for some time. 
At last one 
poor iellow, who was seen clinging to the 
inn in mast, let go his hold an i grabbed the 
life line, took a turn at the spar, and life 
savers were quickly aboard 
the vessel. 
The jioor fellow that hail rouse i himself 
sufficiently to make the line fast w as washed 
overboard by a huge wave, hut grasj>ed a 
piece of the wreckage and was tossed in­

are beginning to find that in certain 
parts of the Territories grain cannot 
be raided with any certainty of the 
crop being harvested in a good condi­ 
tion on this account. 


The fact that receipts of wheat at 
Chicago this season have declined, and 
that what it has lost in this direction 
has been gained largely by Minneap­ 
olis and Duluth, has stirred up news­ 
papers as well as members of the grain 
trade in the northwest. 
It is noted, 
too, that the chief grain inspectors at 
Chicago and a committeo from the 
Chicago Board of Trade have been ex- 
aming the methods of handling grain 
at the northwestern cities named, pre­ 
sumably with the intention of im­ 
proving their own when they get home 
a^ain. 


M II. De Young, proprietor of the 
San Franc'useo Chronicle, drops these 
figures on his way east: “Our wine 
crop last year was 1(3,000,000 gal­ 
lon.-; this year it will be over 25,000,- 
000, and 1,000,i >00gallons of brandy. 
We shipped 400,000 boxes of raisins 
la-t year; this year the product wiil 
be 750,000 boxes. We produce this 
year 27,000,000 bushels of barley, 
and already eastern buyers are there. 
We ship this year 2,200 car loads of 
fresh green fruits and 2,500 car loads 
citrous fruits. 
Our hop crop this 
year will reach 60,000bales. 


In the death of Erastus B r o o k s , of 
New York, is closed the long and bril­ 
liant c a r e e r of a man who was identi­ 
fied with the birth and growth of 
American journalism. 
He was the 
last survivor of the veterans of the 
New York p re s s , being the contempo­ 


r a r y of the e ld e r 
Brunt, 
Greeley, 
James W atson Webb, and Fernando 
Wood, whose lives reflect the history of 
their time. He was born at Portland, 
Me., in 1815, and was well known for 
many years as a newspaper corre­ 
spondent and editor of the New York 
Express. 
He held many official posi­ 
tions, and was an able speaker. 


The Supremo Court of Massachu­ 
setts has just rendered a decision de­ 
claring the old Sunday law t o be in 
force, and that all work on that day 
except for charity or necessity is un­ 
lawful. 
The effect of the decision 
would be|to close on Sundayjin Massa­ 
chusetts all barber and bake shops, 
drug stores, stables, restaurants, rail­ 
road offices and every place where 
business is done for money and recom­ 
pense, but for the fact that seme of 
these t hings are regarded by late de­ 
cisions as coming under the head of 
“charity or necessity,” and therefore 
not unlawful even under the o ld act. 


The census just taken in Germany 
reveals the fact that population in 
that country, as in France, is nearly 
at a standstill. When the last census 
was taken, in 1880, the population of 
the empire was reported at 45,194,- 
000 souls. We are now told that the 
census just taken shows an increase 
of 411,125, less than 1 per cent. 
The population of France has been 
stationary for some time; Germany 
now seems to follow the example. No 
increase is reported from Spaiu or 
Italy; thus, of all the nations with 
which we have intimate relations, 
Great Britain is the only one which 
seems to be gaining population, and 
how much the gam is in this case we 
shall not know till the next census is 
taken.

WHAT IS THOUGHT OF IT. 
W a sh in g to n , Special Telegram . Dec. (i.— 
The president’s m en-age is generally com 
inended for its dignity, but it cannot be said 
that it fully m eets the expectations of his 
friends. 
The passage which relates to Un­ 
civil service is regarded by those who are 
the m ost interested in the subject as too 
vague and general, and as notable chietly 
fo-’ its om issions. 
Tho free traders are not 
satisfied that the m essage does not contain 
specific recom m endation, and they do not 
consider that the very specific recom m ends 
tion of the secretary of the treasury as to 
free woo! and free raw material com pensate 
for the om issions of t he president Columns 
could l*e filled 
with statem ents of 
the 
pretended Views of 
congressm en on the 
m essage, but the expression of opinion for 
the m ost part would be perfunctory. 
The 
recom m endations of the secretary of the 
treasury relative to wool and clothing are 
acceptable to the free traders in Mr. Morri­ 
son’s follow ing, but Mr. Morrison is much 
displeased that the president should recom ­ 
mend the passage of the Mexican treaty en ­ 
abling act, and should even hint at more re­ 
ciprocal trade relations with the Spanish 
West Indies, for Mr. Morrison Is w holly op­ 
posed to reciprocity treaties in any form, 
and characterizes all such m easures as piece­ 
meal legislation. 
The silver men had been 
led to exp ect from scnii-oiiicial statem ents 
that the adm inistration w ould recom m end 
some kind of a com prom ise on the basis of 
a new silver note, and they are disappointed 
at not finding that in the message.

THK CHINESE. 
To the Congress of the United States: 
In 
dischaige of a constitutional duty, and fol­ 
lowing a well established precedent in the 
executive office, I herewith transm it to co n ­ 
gress at its re assem bling certain informa 
tion concerning the state of the Union, to g e ­ 
ther with such recom m endations for legis- 
ative consideration as appear necessary and 
expedient 
Our governm ent has constantly 
nii intam ed its relations of friendship toward 
ill our powers, and of neighborly interest 
toward thoM* w hose possessions are contigu- 
ou to our own. 
Few questions have arisen 
Jui uig the past year with other govern­ 
ments. and none of these are beyond the 
reach of settlem ent in friendly counsel. 
We 
tre as yet without provision for the settle­ 
ment of claim s of ciliten s of the United 
states against Chili for injuries during the 
ate war with Peru and Bolivia. 
The m ixed 
com m issions organized under claim s con­ 
ventions concluded by the Chili governm ent 
with certain European states, have devel­ 
oped an am ount of friction which we trust 
can be avoided in the convention in which 
our reuresentative at Santiago is authorized 
to negotiate. 
The cruel treatm ent of in - 
offensive Chinese has, I regret to say, been

in

and 
accounts 
of 
violence against 
people 
teyon d 
the 
power of the local constituted authorities 
-o prevent and difficult to punish, are re­ 
ported even in distant Alaska. 
Much of this 
violence can be traced to race prejudice and 
oomjietition of labor, which cannot, how ­ 
ever, justify the oppression of strangers 
whose safety is guaranteed by our treaty 
with China equally with the m ost favored 
aations. 
In opening our vast dom ain to 
ilien elem ents the purpose of our law'-givers 
was to invite assim ilation, and not to pro­ 
vide an arena for endless antagonism s. 
The 
paramount 
duty 
of 
m aintaining 
public 
arder and defending the interests of our 
(►eople may require the adoption of m eas­ 
ures of restriction, but they should not to l­ 
erate the oppression of individuals of a 
fpeci.il race. 
I am not w ithout assurance 
that the governm ent of China, whose friendly 
disposition toward us I am m ost happy to 
recognize, will m eet us half way on devising 
a com prehensible 
rem edy by 
which 
an 
effective lim itation of Chinese em igration 
joined to protection ot those Chinese sub­ 
jects who rem ain in this country, m ay be 
secured. 
Legislation is needed to execute 
the provisions of our Chinese convention of 
1880 touching the opium traffic. 
ON THE ISTHMUa 
While the good will of the Colombian gov­ 
ernm ent toward our country is m anifest, the 
situation of American interests on the Isth­ 
mus of Panama has at tim es elicited concern 
and invited friendly action looking to the 
perform ance of the engagem ents of the two 
nations concerning tho territory embraced 
in the interoceanic transit 
With the sub­ 
sidence of the Isthm ian disturbances and 
the erection of the State of Panam a into a 
federal district under the direct governm ent 
of the constitutional adm inistration at Bo­ 
gota, a new order of things has been inaug­ 
urated, which, although as yet Bomewhat 
experim ental and affording scope for the 
arbitrary exercise of power by the delegates 
of the national authority, prom ises much 
im provem ent. 
The sym pathy betw een th i 
people of the United States and France, born 
during our colonial struggle for independ­

A convention betw een 
the 
United Sm tes and certain other powers fi r 
the protection of nuhmariue

signed at Paris on March 1, 1^84, and has 
been duly ratified and proclaim ed by this 
government. 
By agreem ent betw een the 
high contracting parties this convention is 
to go into effect the 1st of January next, but 
the legislation required for its execution in 
the United States has not yet been adopted. 
I o ainestly recommend its enactm ent. Cases 
have co u tinned to occur in G erm any giving 
rise to much correspondence in relation to 
the privilege of sojourn of our naturalized 
citizen** of German origin revisiting the land 
of th eir birtli, yet I am happy to state that 
our relations with that country have lost 
none of tht-ir accustom ed cordiality. 
The 
2iaim s for interest ui>on the am ount of ton­ 
nage dues illegally exacted from certain 
German steam ship lines were favorably re­ 
ported by l>otii houses of congress at the last 
session, and I trust w ill receive final and 
favorable action at an early day.

THE NEGOTIATIONS. 
The recom m endations contained in 
my 
last annual m essage in relation to a mode of 
settlem ent of the fishery rights in the waters 
of British Nort 1 America, so long a subject 
of anxious difference betw een the United 
States and Great Britain, was m et by an ad­ 
verse vote of the senate April 13 last, and 
thereupon negotiations were instituted to 
obtain 
an agreem ent with her B ritannic 
m ajesty’s governm ent for the prom ulgation 
ot such interpretation and definition of the 
article of the convention of 1818, relating 
to the territorial waters and inshore fisher­ 
ies of the British provinces, as should secure 
the Canadian rights from encroachm ent by 
United H;at< s fishermen, and at the sam e 
tim e ensure enjoym ent by the latter of the 
privileges guaiauteed to them by such co n ­ 
vention. 
Yue questions involved were of 
long" standing and grave consequence, and 
from tim e to tim e foi nearly three-quarters 
of a century have given u se to earnest in ­ 
ternational 
discussions, 
not 
unaccom ­ 
panied 
by 
irritation. 
Tem porary 
ar­ 
rangem ents 
by 
treaties 
have 
served 
to allay friction, which, how ever, has re­ 
vived as each treaty was term inated. 
The 
la-; arrangem ent under the treaty of 1871 
was abrogated after due notice by the U nited 
States on June 30, 1885, but I w as enabled 
to obtain for our fishermen for the rem ain­ 
der of that season enjoym ent of the fuli 
privileges 
accorded 
by the 
term inating 
treaty 
The joint com m ission by whom the 
treaty had been negotiated, although in ­ 
vested with plenary pow er to m ake a per­ 
m anent set-icmt nt, were content w ith a 
temporary arrangem ent, after the term ina­ 
tion of wh ch the question was relegated to 
the stipulations of the treaty of 1818, as to 
the first article of which no construction 
satisfactory to both countries has ever been 
agreed ujion. 
The progress o f civilization 
and growth of population in the British 
provinces to w h ch the fisheries in question 
are contiguous, und the extension of com ­ 
mercial intercourse betw een them and the 
United States, present to-day a condition of 
affairs scarcely realizable at the date of the 
negotiations of 1818. 
New and vast inter­ 
ests have been brought into existence; m odes 
of intercourse between the respective coun­ 
tries have been invented and m ultiplied: the 
m ethods of conducting the fisheries have 
been wholly changed, and ail this is necessa­ 
rily entitled to caudal and careful considera­ 
tion in tlie adjustim-nt of the term s and con­ 
ditions e f intercourse and com m erce betw een 
the l uited States and their neighbors along 
a frontier of over 3 ,5 0 0 nr.ies. 
This propin­ 
quity, com m unity of language and occupa­ 
tion and sim ilarity of political and social in- 
j stltutious, indicate the practicability and ob- 
| viuue wisdom of m aintaining m utually ben­ 


eficial an d friendly relatio n * 
Whilst I am 
un feig n ed ly desirous th a t such 
relations 
should ex ist betw een us an d th e inhabitants 
of C anada, y e t th e actio n of th eir officials 
d u rin g th e p ast season tow ard o u r fisherm en 
has been such as to seriously th rea te n th e 
effoits to secure a satisfacto ry se ttle m e n t 
1 he fishery q u estion neg o tiatio n s are still 
pending, w ufi reasonable hope th a t before 
t he close of th e p resen t session of congress 
such ad v an cem en t w ill be m ade th a t an ac­ 
cep tab le conclusion w ill have been reached. 
At an early day th ere m ay bo laid before 
congress th e correspondence of th e depart­ 
m ent of sta te In relatio n to this im p o rta n t 
subject, so th a t th e history of th e p a st fish­ 
ing season m ay be fully disclosed an d the 
action and th e in ten tio n of the adm inistra­ 
tion c osely com prehended. 
M ore ex ten d ed

OTHER FOREIGN MATTERS. 
The recom m endation subm itted last year 
that provision be made for a prelim inary re­ 
connaissance of the conventional boundary 
line betw een Alaska and British Columbia 
is ren ew ed 
I eXpresR m y unhesitating con ­ 
viction that the intim acy of relation with 
Haw aii should be em phasised. 
As a result 
of the reciprocity treaty of 1875, those isl­ 
ands, on the highway of Oriental and Aus­ 
tralian traffic, are virtually an outiKist of 
American com m erce and a stepping stone to 
the grow ing trade of 
the 1‘acifie. 
The 
I*o ynesian isiaiid groups have been so ab­ 
sorbed by other and more powerful govern­ 
m ents that the Ilawmii islands are left alm ost 
alone in the enjoym ent of their autonom y, 
which it is im portant for us should be pre­ 
served. 
Our treaty is now term nable at one 
year’s notice, but propositions to abrogate 
it w ould be, in my judgem ent, m ost ill- 
advised. 
The 
param ount 
influence 
we 
have there 
acquired, once 
relinquished, 
could 
only 
with 
difficulty 
be 
repaired, 
and 
a 
valuable 
coign 
of 
vantage 
for 
ourselves 
m ight 
be 
converted 
into a stronghold for our com m ercial com ­ 
petitors. 
I earnestly recom m end that the 
existing treaty stipulations be extended for 
a further term of seven years. 
A recently* 
signed treaty to this end is now before the 
Benate. 
The im portance of telegraphic com ­ 
m unication betw een these islands and the 
United .States should not be overlooked. The 
question of a general revision of the treaties 
is again under discussion at Tokio.

m unity is an offshoot of our own system , 
ow ing its origin to t lie associated Iamevolenee 
of American citiz* ns, whose praise worthy 
efforts to create a nucleus of civilization in 
the dark continent have co m m an d ed resjmcL 
and sym pathy everyw here, e*i>ecially in this 
country. 
Although a form al protectorate 
over Liberia is contrary to our traduional 
policy, the moral right and duty of the 
United Slates to assist in all proper ways in 
the m aintenance of its integrity is obvious, 
and has been consistently announced during 
nearly half a century. 
I recom m end that, 
in the reorganization of our navy, a small 
vessel, no longer found adequate to our

The en co u rag in g dev elo p m en t of th e bene­ 
ficial and in tim ate re latio n s b etw een the 
U nited

and

w hich 
has 
been so m ark ed w ithin th e p ast few years, 
is a t once th • occasion of c o n g ratu latio n 
an d of friendly solicitude. 
I u rg en tly renew 
m y form er re p rese n tatio n of th e need of 
speedy legislation by congress to carry into 
effect the reciprocity com m ercial convention 
of Jan. 20, l8>#3. 
O ur com m ercial trea ty of 
1831 w ith Mexico w as term in ated accord­ 
ing to its provisions, in 1881, upon notifica­ 
tion given by Mexico, in p u rsu a n ce of her 
an n o u n ced policy of recastin g all her co m ­ 
m ercial treaties. 
M exico has since con­ 
cluded w ith scyeral foreign g o v ern m en ts 
new treaties of com m erce an d navigation, 
defining alien rights of trad e, prop* rty and 
residence, tre a tm e n t of shipping co n su lar 
privileges and tfie like. 
O ur y et unexe­ 
cuted reciprocity convention ot 1883 covers 
none of these points, the se ttle m e n t of 
which is so necessary to good relation-hip. 
1 propose to in itiate w ith M»-xico n eg o tia­ 
tio n - fur a new and en larg ed trea ty ot com ­ 
m erce and navigation. 
THE CUTTING EPISODE. 
In com pliance w ith a reso lu tio n of the 
senate, I com m unicated to th a t body on Aug. 
2 last, and also to the house of re p re se n ta ­ 
tives, the correspondence in th e case of A. N. 
C utting, an A m erican citizen, th en im pris­ 
oned in Mexico, charged w ith th e com m is­ 
sion of a penal offense in T exas, of w hich a 
M exican citizen was th e o b je c t 
A fter a de­ 
m and had been m ade for his release, the 
charge, ag ain st htni w as am ended so hr to 
include a violatiou of M exican law w ithin 
M exican territo ry . 
This jo in d er of alleged 
offenses, one w ithin and the o th e r e x te rio r 
to Mexico, induced m e to o rd er a special in ­ 
vestigation of th e case, iiending w hich Mr. 
C u ttin g w as released. 
I iie incid en t has, 
how ever, disclosed a claim of Jurisdiction 
by M exico novel in our histo iy , w hereby any 
offense co m m itted anyw here bv a fo reig n er 
and of w hich a M exican is the object, m ay, if 
th e offender be fo u n d in Mexico, be th e re 
tried and punished in conform ity w ith Mex­ 
ican law a 
Ju risd ictio n w as su stain ed by 
th e c o u rts of M exico in th e C u ttin g case, 
ap p ro v ed 
by 
th e 
ex ecu tiv e 
b ran ch 
of 
th a t g o v ern m en t upon th e u u th o rity of th e 
M exican statu te-. 
The an p eliate c o u rt in re- 
lcas.ng Mr. C u ttin g decided th a t th e a b an ­ 
do n m en t of th e co m p lain t bv th e M exican 
citizens aggrieved by th e alleged crim e (a 
libelous p u b lication), rem oved the basis of 
fu rth e r prosecution, and also d eclared justice 
to have been satisfied by th e enforcem ent of 
a sm all p art of th e original sentence. 
The 
adm ission of such a p retension w ould be at­ 
ten d ed w ith serious requite, invasive of the 
ju risd ictio n of th is g o v ern m en t and highly 
d angerous to o u r citizens in foreign lands 
T herefore. I have denied it, and p ro tested 
ag ain st its a tte m p ted exercise as u n w ar­ 
ra n te d by the p rinciple of law an d in te r­ 
natio n al ufiuages. 
A hov* reign has ju risd ic­ 
tion of offenses w hich tak e effect w ithin his 
te rrito ry , although co u eerted o r com m enced 
outside it; bur th e rig h t is denied of any 
foreign sovereign to punish a citizen of the 
U nited H tates for an offense consum m ated 
on o u r soil, even tho u g h th e offense be 
ag ain st a su b ject or citizen of Buch so v er­ 
eign. The M exican sta tu te in qu estio n m akes 
th*: claim bodily, an d the principle, if co n ­ 
ceded, w ould create a dual responsibility in 
ih e citizen and lead to confusion of th a t 
c erta in ty in luwr w hich is hi» esse n tail of lib ­ 
erty. 
W hen citizens of th e U nited S ta tes 
v o lu n ta rily go into a foreign co u n tfy they 
m u st abide bv th e law s th e re in force and 
wiil not be p ro tected by th eir ow n g o v ern ­ 
m en t from th e consequences of an offense 
ag ain st the law s co m m itted in such foreign 
c o u n try ; b u t th e w atchful care and in te re st 
of th is g o v ern m en t over its citizens are n o t 
relinquisned because they have gone abroad, 
and it charged w ith crim e com m itted in th e 
foreign laud, a la ir and open tria l, c o n ­ 
d u cted w ith d e c e n t reg ard for justice, will 
be d em an d ed for them . 
W ith less th an th a t 
th is g o v ern m e n t will n o t be co n ten t. 
W hen 
th e life or lib* rty of its citizens is a t stak e, 
w h atev er th e degree to w hich e x tra d itio n

of M exico th e re are reasons especially stro n g 
for p erfe ct h arm ony in th e m u tu al exercise 
of Jurisdiction. 
N atu re has m ade us irrev o ­ 
cably neighbors, and w isdom and kind feel­ 
ing s h o u d m ake us friends. 
T he overflow 
of cap ital and e n terp rise from th e U nited 
Btat* s is a p o ten t facto r in developing th e 
resources of M exico and in bu Idtng up the 
pro p erty of both countries. 
To a«sist th is 
goo*I w ork ail g ro u n d s of apprehension for 
the secu rity of person and p ro p erty should 
be rem oved, and 1 tru st th a t in the in terests 
of good neighborhood the s ta tu te referred to 
will lie so m odified as to elim inate th e pres­ 
e n t possibilities cf d an g er to th e peace of 
th e tw o countries. 
THE NETHERLANDS. 
The governm ent of the Netherlands has e x ­ 
hibited concern in 
relation 
to 
certain 
features of our tariff law s, which are sup­ 
posed by them to be aim ed at a class of to- 
bucco produced in the Dutch Fast ladies. 
Comment would seem unnecessary upon the 
unw isdom of legislation appearing to have a 
special national discrim ination for its object 
which, although unintentional, may 
give 
rise to injurious relations. 
The establish­ 
m ent, less than four years ago. of a lega­ 
tion at Teheran, is bearing fruit in the inter­ 
est exhibited by the shah's goverm ent in the 
industrial activity of the United States and 
the opportunities of benefit. 
Citable govern­ 
ment is now happily restored in Bern by the 
election of a constitutional president. 
A 
period of rehabilitation iB entered upon. 
Re­ 
covery is necessarily 
slow from the e x ­ 
haustion caused by the late war and civil 
disturbances. 
A convention to adjust by ar- 
b.trillion claim s of our citizens lias been 
promised and is under consideration. 
The 
navel officer w ho bore to Siberia the testi­ 
m onials bestow ed by congress in recognition 
of the aid given to ifie Jeannette survivors 
has successfully accom plished his mission. 
His interesting report will be subm itted. 
It 
is pleasant to know that this mark of appre­ 
ciation has been w elcom ed by the Russian 
governm ent and people as befits the tradi­ 
tional friendship of the two countries. 
Civil 
perturbations in the Hanioan islands have 
during the past few years been a source of 
considerable em barrassm ent to the three 
governm ents—Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States—whose relations and extra 
territorial rights in that im portant group are 
guaranteed by treaties 
The w eakness of 
the native adm inistration and the conflict of 
opposing interests in the islands have led 
&iog M alietsa to seek an alliance or protec­ 
tion in som e one quarter, regardless of the 
distinct engagem ents whereby no one of the 
three treaty powers may acquire anv para­ 
m ount or exclusive interest. 
In May last 
Malietsa offered to place Samoa under the 
protection of tiie United States, and the late 
consul, w ithout authority, assum ed to grant 
It. 
The proceeding was prom ptly disavow ed 
and the overzealous official recalled. 
Special 
agents of the three governm ents have b<*en 
deputed to exam ine the situation in the 
islands, w ith a change in the representation 
of all three pow ers and a harmonious under­ 


sta n d in g betw een them . 
The peace, p ro s­

RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 
It appearing that the governm ent of Spain 
did not extend to the flag of the United States 
in the Antilles the whole m easure of reci­ 
procity requisite under our statutes for the 
continuance of the suspension of discrim ina­ 
tions against the Spanish flag in our ports, 
I w as constrained, in October last, to rescind 
my predecessor’s proclam ation of Feb. 14, 
1884, perm itting such suspension. 
An ar­ 
rangem ent was, how ever, speedily reached, 
and upon notification from the governm ent 
of Spain that all differential duties to our 
vessels and their cargoes from the United 
States or from any foieiim country had been- 
com pletely 
and 
absolutely 
relinquished. 
I 
availed m yself of the discretion con­ 
ferred by law and issued on the 27th of Oc­ 
tober my proclam ation declaring reciprocal 
suspension in the United Btates. 
It is most 
gratifying to bear testim ony to the earnest 
spirit in which the governm ent of the queen 
regent has m et our efforts to avert the 
initiations of com m ercial discrim ination and 
rejirisal*, Which arc ever disastrous to the 
m aterial interest* and the political good will 
of the countries they may affect 
The prof­ 
itable developm ent of the large com m ercial 
exchanges betw een the United Btates and 
the .Spanish Antilles is naturally an object of 
solicitude. 
Lying close at our doors, and 
finding here their main market* of supply 
and dem and, the w elfare of Cuba and Porto 
Rico arid their production and trade are 
scarcely less im portant to us than to Bpain. 
Their com m ercial and financial m ovem ents 
are so naturally a part of our system that n<> 
obstacle to fuller, freer intercourse should 
bo p e n n ife 1 to e x ist 
The standing Instrue 
tions of our reprenentativcH at Madrid and 
Havana have for years been to leave no e f­ 
fort unesRayed to further these ends, and at 
no tim e has the equal good de*ire of Spam 
beeu more hopefully m anifested than now. 
The governm ent of Spain thus rem oving the 
cousular tonnage fees on cargoes shipped to 
the Antilles, ami by reducing passport fees 
has shown its recognizance of the needs of 
less tram m eled intercou“ *& 
An effort has 
been made during the past year to rem ove 
the hindcrance to the proclam ation of the 
treaty of naturalization with the sublim e 
porte, signed in 1874, which has remained 
inoperutive ow ing to a disagreem ent of the 
interpretation of the clauses relative to the 
effects

The exchange of ratifica­ 
tion of the convention of I)**c. 5, 1885, with 
Venezuela, for the reopening of the awards 
of the Caracas com m ission under the claim s 
convention ot 1 hnG, has not yet been effected 
ow ing to the delay of the executive of that 
republic in ratifying the measure. 
I trust 
that this poHtjKiriemeut will lie brief; but 
should it m uch longer continue, th*- delay 
may well be rem em bered as a recision of 
the com pact and a failure on the part of 
Venezuela to com plete an arrangem ent so 
jiersisteutly sought by her during many 
years, and assented to by this governm ent 
in a spirit of international fairness, although 
to tlie detrim ent ot holders of bona fide 
awards of the Impugned commission.

advisable. 
Advantage has been taken of this to 
redistribute the salaries of the officers now aii- 
propriated for in accordance with the work per­ 
formed, the Importance of the represents'tve 
duties of the incum bent, and the cost of living 
at each post. The last condderaalon has b -en 
too often lost sight- of in the allowance hereto­ 
fore made. The compensation which may suffice 
for the decent m aintenance of a worthy and ca­ 
pable officer ir. a position of onerous and repre­ 
sentative trnat at a post readily accessible, an 1 
where the necessaries of life are abundan' and 
cheap, mav prove an Inadequate pittance in 
distant lands where the te tt'-r part of a year’s 
pay is consumed in reaching 
the

duty, and where the comforts of 
ordinary 
civilized existence can only be obtained with 
difficulty a u d at exorbitant cost. 
I trust that iu 
considering the subm itted schedules no m is­ 
taken theory of economy will |*erpetuate a sys­ 
tem which in the past has virtually closed to 
deserving talent inaov offices where capacity 
and attainm ents of a high order are indi*j>cn*a- 
ble, and in not a few instances has brought dts-

In connect ion with this subjece I earn­ 
estly reiterate the practical necessity of supply­ 
ing some mode of trustw orthy inspection and 
report of the manner in which the consulates 
are conducted. 
In the absence of such reliable 
inform ation efficiency can scarcely b3 rewarded 
or its opposite corrected. 
Increasing com peti­ 
tion in trade has directed attention to the value 
of the consular rep <rt# printed by the depart­ 
m ent of state, and the efforts of the smveruirrent 
to extend the practical usefulno#* of thes • re­ 
ports h ive created a wider demand for them at 
home aud a spirit of em ulation abroad.

T H E TREASURY. 
ITS CONDITION OUTLINED. 
The report of the secretary of the treasury ex­ 
hibits in detail the condition of the public 
finances, and of the several branches of the gov­ 
ernment related to his departm ent. 
I especially 
direct the attention of congress to the rec­ 
om m endations contained in this and the last 
preceding report of the secretary touching the 
simplification and am endm ent of the laws re­ 
lating to the collection of our revenues, and in 
the interest of economy and justice to the gov­ 
ernm ent I hojx* they may be adopted by appro­ 
priate legislation. 
The ordinary receipts of the 
government lor the fiscal year ended June 30, 
18“-0, were 8336,439.727.06. 
Of this am ount 
#192,905,023.41 was received from customs, 
and $116,805,936.1 s from internal revenue. 
While t he total receipts as i»er stated w* re $13,- 
717,020.68 greater than for the previous year, 
the increase from custom s was 811,431,08 I lO, 
and from internal revenue $4,407,210.91, m ak­ 
ing a gain in these item s for the la*t year of 
$15,841,295.04—a lalli ;g off in other resources 
reducing the 
total increase to the 
smaller 
am ount mentioned. The exj>ense at the differ­ 
ent custom houses of collecting this increased 
custom s revenue was less than the expense 
attendlug the collection of such revenue for the 
preceding year by $700,608, and the increased 
receipt* of internal revenue were colicc’* *l at 
a oust to the internal revenue bureau of 
944.99 less than the expense of such collec­ 
tion for the previous year. 
The total ordinary 
expenses of the government for the fiscal vear 
ended .Tune 30, 1*m >, were $242,433,138.50, 
Vicing less by $17,738,787 than such expendi­ 
tures for the vear precediug and leaving a sur­ 
plus in the treasury ar the close of the l ist 
fiscal year of $9.1.956,958.56, as against $63,- 
463.771.27 at the close of the previous ya*r, 
showing an increase in such surplus of $30,- 
492,817.29.

1*1 my last annual m -ssage to congress a tte n ­ 
tion w is directed to the fact th at the revenues 
of i he government exi *ed its actual need, and it 
was Miggested th at legislative action should be 
taken to relieve the temple of the unnecessary 
burden of taxation thus made apparent. 
In 
view of the pressing im portance of the subject, 
I deem It my duty to again urge its considera­ 
tion The income of the government,with its in­ 
creased volume and through economics in its 
collection, is now more than ev* r in exces- of 
public necessities. The application of the su r­ 
plus to the paym ent of such portion of the pub­ 
lic debt as is now at our option, subject to ex­ 
tinguishm ent if continued at th - rale which has 
lately prevailed, would retire th at cla-s of in- 
debtedrtess within less than one year from this 
date. Thus a eoni Inuatmu t«f our j»r -sent i<-v-

The great numlier of suit* now pending in the 
Unit d Btates courts for the Bouthern district of 
New York, growing out of the ccdlection of cub- i 
toms revenue at the part of New York, and the 
number of such suits that are alm ost daily in­ 
stituted, are certainly worthy the attention ot 
the congress. 
These legal controvert i< s, based 
ujsjii conflicting views by Im porters and the col­ 
lector as to the interpretat ion of our pr< -w*nt 
complex and indefinite revenue laws, m ight be 
largely obviated by an amendm ent of those laws. 
B ut pending such amendm ent the present con­ 
dition of this litigation should lie relieved. There ! 
ate now pending about 2,.*><iO of these suits. 
More than I,lo o have beeu commenced within 
the p a s t«ighteeu months, and many of the oth­ 
ers have been at issue for more than tw enty-hvs 
year*. These delays subject the government to 
loss of evidence and prevent the preparation 
necessary 
to

In the present condition 
ot all the dockets of the courts, well fill«d wo n 
private suits, and with the force allowed the dis­ 
trict attorney no greater than Is ueces arv for 
t lie ordinary and current business of hi# office, 
these rubious litigations cannot be considered. 
In default of th*- adoption by congress of a plan 
for the general reorganization of tho f* leral 
court*, as hits heretofore tie* n recommended, i 
urge the propriety of passing a law perm itting 
the appointm ent of an additional federal iudg« 
in the d is'rict court wh* re these government 
suits have accumulated, so that by continuous 
ses-ions of the courts devoted to th* trial ol 
these ease* they may be determined. It is entire­ 
ly plain that a gt*a* saving to th»- government 
would I** uecutnpa-hed by such a remedy, an l 
the suitor* who have honest claims would not 
b*s denied Justice through delay.

Ttio*.c actually engaged in and more remotely 
connected with thrs kind of work numlier n**arly 
c ne-ha!f of onr populaf ion: none labor harder or 
more continuously than they. 
No enactm ent* 
limit their hours of t**il, and no interposition of 
the government enhance* to any groat extent 
the value of their products, and yet, for many of 
the necc?*arie* and comfort* of life, which the 
nmst scrupulous economy enables them to bring 
into their homes, and f »r tbeir Im plem ents <>r 
husbandry, they are obliged to pay a price 
largely increased by an unnatural profit which, 
by the action of the government, is given to the 
more favored m aim ;acturer. I recommend that 
keeping in view all the*® considerations, tha in ­ 
creasing and unaec **ary surplus of national in­ 
come annually accumulating he released to the 
jieople by an am endm ent of our revenue laws 
which shall sharpen the price of necessaries of 
life and give freer entrance to such im ported 
m aterials as by American labor may be m anu­ 
factured into m arketable c* mmodlties. Nothing 
can be accomplished, however, in the direction 
of this much-needed reform unless the subject 
is approached in a patriotic spirit of devotion to 
the interests of the entire country and with a 
willingness to yield something tor the public 
good. 
THE r t llLIC DEBT. 
The sum paid uixm the public debt du rin g th e 
fi*ca! vear ended June 30 1886, was $11,551,- 
043.36. Daring the twelve m onths ended Oct. 
31. 1886, 3 t er cent bon is were called for re­ 
demption am ounting to $127,283,100, ot which 
$80,643,200 was so called to answer the re­ 
quirem ents bf law relating to the sinking fund 
and $466,399 for the purpose of reducing the 
public debt by application of a part of the sur­ 
plus in the treasury to th at object. 
Of the 
bonds thus called $102,269,450 became subject 
under

Nov. 1. 1886. The remainder, amounting to 
$23,013,660, m atured under the calis after 
that

bonds am ounting to $5,072,350 which were an­ 
ticipated a.* to the m aturity, of which #2.604,- 
600 had been culled prior to the 1st of Novem­ 
ber. 18sqt to the extinguishm ent of our bonded 
and Interest-bearing debt, leaving *>n that day 
and stui outstanding $1,153,143,112. Of this 
am ount $S6,84S,7oo were still represented by 3 
per cent bonds.

SILVER. 
THE year's COINAGE. 
During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1886, 
there were coined under the compulsory silver 
coinage act of 1878 29,838,849 silver dollars, 
a d the cost of the silver used in such coinage 
was $23,448,960.01. There had been coined up 
to the close of tlie previous fiscal year, under the 
provisions of the law, 203,882.554 silver dollars, 
and o;i Dec. 1, 1886. the total amount of such 
coinage was $247,131,549. The director of the 
m int reports that’at the tim e of the passage of 
the law of 1878 directing ihn* coinage the in­ 
trinsic value of the dollars then coined was 9 1 *t 
cents each, and that on th e3 1 * to f July, 1884*. 
the pr;ce of silver reached the lowest stage ever 
known, so th at the intrinsic or bullion price of

1 suggest that as d istin­ 
guished from a grant or subsidy for the mere 
benefit of any line of trade or travel, whatever

such service. The extension of the free delivery 
service, as suggested by the postm aster general, 
has heretofore received mv sanction, and It is 
to be hop d a suitable enactm ent may soon be 
agreed upon. The request for an appropriation 
sufficient, to enable the general Inspection of 
fourth-class offices ha* my approbation.

new ray approval of the recommendation of the 
postm aster general that another assistant be 
provided for the postoffico departm ent, and I 
Invite your attention to the several other rec­

KOMK RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The conduct of th# departm ent of justice for 
the last fiscal year is fully detailed in the re­ 
port of the attorney general, and I invite the 
earnest attention of the congress to the same, 
aDd due consideration of the recommcndatien* 
therein contained. 
In the report subm itted by 
this officer to the last session of the congress bo 
strongly recommended the erection of a peni­ 
tentiary for the confinement of prisoners con­ 
victed and sentenced in the United States courts; 
and he repeals the recommendation in his report 
lor the last year. Till* Is a m atter of very great 
lmj>or!ance and should at once receive congres­ 
sional action. 
United Htates prisoners are now 
confined in more than thirty different state 
prisons and i enitcntianeH situated in every j>art 
of the country. They are subjected to nearl v as 
many different modes of treatm ent and <li*- 
clpliue, and are far too much removed from the 
control and regulation of the government, so far 
as they are entitled to humane treatm ent and 
opporiuutip's for improvement and reformation. 
'J he government is »< sponsible to them and so­ 
ciety that th* se thing* are forthcoming, but this 
duty can eeariH y b>* discharged w ithout more 
absolute control and discretion than is possible 
under the pr*‘*ent system.

ommendation* they are substantially agreed. 
In the event that the present Invitation ol the 
departm ent for bids to furnish such of tin* m a­ 
terial as is now authorized shall fait to induoe

THK PO ST U rnC E i. 
O H ATIFYIN G IM PROVEM ENT. 
The affairs of the postal service show marked 
and gratifying improvem ent during the past 
year. A particular account of its transactions 
and condition is given in the report of the post­ 
m aster general, which will be laid before vou. 
The reduction of the rate of letter postage in 
1883 rendering th© postal revenues inadequate 
to sustain the expend dure* anil business depres­ 
sion also con ributing resulted m an excess ot 
cost for the fiscal y ar ending June 30, 1885, ol 
eight and one-third millions of dollars 
An ad­ 
ditional check upon receipts by doubling tlie 
measure of weight in rating sealed correspond­ 
ent)© and dim inishing one-half the charge for 
newspaper carriage was Imposed by legislation, 
which took effect with the beginning of the past 
fiscal year; while the constant demand of om 
territorial developm, nt ami growing population 
for the ex en*ioii an I increase of mail facilities 
and machinery necessitate a steady annual ad­ 
vance in o utlay; and the carciul es iuiate of the 
year upon the rates of ex|*enditure then existing 
contend dated the unavoidable augm entation t*4 
the deficiency ia the last fiscal year l»y nearly 
two millions ot dollars, the anticipated reve­ 
nue for the last year failed of realization by 
about $64,004), but proper measures of economy 
have so 
satisfactorily lim ited 
th* 
er >wth 
of expenditure 
that 
the 
total 
deficiency, 
in 
tact, 
fell

1*85, 
and at this tim e th r increase of revenue i* iu 
gr :niug ratio over the increase of cost, demon­ 
strating the Riifllciency of the present rates of 
postage ultim ately to sustain ttie service. This 
is the more pleasing because onr people enjoy 
now both cheaper postage proportionately to 
distances, and vaster and more costly service, 
than any ot her upon the globe. 
Retrenchm ent 
has been effected in the cost of supplies; some 
expenditures unw arranted by law have ceased, 
and the outlays for mail carriage have been sub­ 
jected to beneficial scrutiny. At the close of ihe 
last fiscal vear the expense of transportation on 
star routes stood at an annual rat** of cost less 
by over $ 560,000 than at tlie close of the previous 
year, and steam boat and mail service at nearly 
$200,000 less. The service has l>eeri m the mean­ 
time enlarged aud extended by the establish­ 
m ent <*f new offices, increase of routes of carri­ 
age, expansion of carrier delivery conveniences, 
and additions to t he railway mail facilities in 
accordance with the growing exigencies of the 
country aud the long established jmlioy of the 
government. The postm aster general calls a '- 
ten'ion o the exist ing law for compensating 
railroad*, and expresses the opinion that a 
method may be devised which will prove more 
just to the carriers and beneficial to the gov­ 
ernm ent: and the subject appears worthy of 
your earlv consideration. 
THE OCEAN SERVICE. 
The differences w hich arose during the year 
with certain of the ocean steam ship companies 
have term inated by the acquiescence of all in 
the policy of the government appr ved by con- 
gress in the pos'.il appropriatioaazt its last Hes- 
sion; an*l the departm ent *ow ea joys the u t­ 
m ost service afforded 
all vessels which sail 
trorn our \ orts upon either ocean.

THE PUB LIU LANDS. 
The recommendation# of the. secretary of the 
interior and the commissioner of tho general 
laml office looking to the better protection of 
public lar.da and of the public huiTci-h. the 
preservation of the national forests, the adjudi­ 
cation of grants to states ami corporations ami 
of private land claim and the increased e ffi­ 
ciency of the public land service, are commended 
t o the attention of emigre##. To secure the widest 
distribution of public lands in limited quanti­ 
ties among settJer* of residence and cultivation 
and thus make the greatest num ber of individ­ 
ual homes, was the primary object of the pub­ 
lic laud legislation in the early days of the re­ 
public. This system was a simple one. 
It com­ 
menced with an adm irable scheme of public 
land survey by which the hum blest citizen 
could Identify the tract upon which he wished 
to establish hi# home. The price of lands was 
placed within the reach of all the enterprising, 
iudustnou* and honest pioneer citizens of the 
country. 
It was soon, however, found that the 
object of the laws was perverted under the sys­ 
tem of cash sales from a distribution ot land 
among the people to an accumulation of land 
capital by wealthy and speculative persons. 
To check this tendency a preference right of 
purchase was given to sett lers on the land, a 
plan which culm inated in the general pre-em p­ 
tion act of 1841. The foundation of this system 
wa# actual residence and cultivation. Twenty 
years later the homestead law was devised to 
more surely place actual homes In the posses­ 
sion of actual cultivators <>f the soil. The land 
was given w ithout price, the sole condit ion# l»e- 
ing residence. Improvement and cultivation. 
Other laws have M lowed, each designed to en­ 
courage the acquirem ent and use of land in lim ­ 
ited individual quantities. 
But in late years 
these 
laws, through vicious 
adm inistrative 
methods and under changed conditions of com- 
m unication and transportation, have been so 
evaded and violated that their beneficent pur­ 
pose is threatened with entire defeat. 
The 
m ethods of such evarions and violations are set 
forth in detail in the reports of the secretary of 
the interior and commissioner of the gen-rai 
land office. The rapid appropriation of our pub­ 
lic lands without bona fid" sc;tlementu or < iv- 
ilization, aud not only without intention of res­ 
idence, hut for tha purpose of their aggregation 
in large holdings, in many case# in the hand# of 
foreigners, invite the serious aud immediate a t­ 
tention of congress. The earning# of the land 
departm ent have been devoted during the pres­ 
ent adm inistration to remedy defects aud 
CORRECT ABUSES 
in the public laud service 
The results of these 
efforts arc so largely in the nature of reforms io 
the practice and methods of our land system as 
to prevent adequate estim ates; bat itap]*ears 
from a compilation from the reports of the com ­

but may ire considered a# #ubn>ia-ive to the con­ 
trol of the government, a* few of them only are 
troublesome. E x cep t! he fragm ents of 
ban*!# all are now eath<red up n reservations. 
It ia no longer possible to foree them to #tii <*i*T 
by the cha#** and the *p*-n'aii <«- production of 
the earth. 
W ith an at undan* * of land, if fur­ 
nished with the mean# and implement# for 
profitable htisbandty, their life of entire depend­ 
ence upon government ration# from day to day 
J« no longer defensible.

The miray are neglected, anti re­ 
main idle and despondent—condition* not favor­ 
able for the progrc*.# of civilization. Tlie com­ 
pensation allowed these agent# and the condi­ 
tion# «f the service are not calculated to secure 
for the w<rk men w ho are fitted by ability and 
skill to prqperiy plan and intelligently direct the

the necessity for a supplemental agency or sys­ 
tem directed to the end of promoting the general 
au<l more rapid transition of tribe# from the 
habits and customs of barbarism to the wav# of 
civilization. 
W ith an anxious desire to devis - 
eome plan of operation by which to secure the 
welfare of the Indian# and to relieve the treas­ 
ury as far a* possible from tho support of a:i 
idle, dependent population, I recommended in 
my previous annual message the passage of a 
law authorizing the 
APPOINTMENT OF A COMMISSION 
as an instm irm niality auxiliary to those already 
established for the care of tho Indian#. 
It was 
designed that this commission should be com ­ 
posed cf *ix intelligent and capable i*crsons, 
three to he detailed from the army, having prac ­ 
tical ideas upon the subject of the treatm ent of 
Indian# and mtore#ted iu their welfare, and that 
It should be charged, under the direction of the 
secretary of the interior, with the manag nuuit 
of such matter# of detail as cannot with th# 
present organization Ire properly and success­ 
fully conducted, and which present different 
pha-es, as the Indians themselves differ in their 
progress, need#, disposition and capacity fm 
improvement or immediate self-support. B 
the aid of #uch a commission much unwise and 
useless expenditure of money, waste of m ateri­ 
als aud unavailing efforts m ight Ire avoided, and 
it is hoped that this, or some measure which 
the wisdom of congress may better devise to 
supply the deficiency of the present system, may 
receive your cou*ideration and the appropriate 
legislation be provided. The tim e is ripe for 
the work of such an aaencv. There is less oppo­ 
sition to the education and training ol tlie 
Indian yonth as shown bv the increased attend­ 
ance upon the schools, and there is a yielding 
tendency for the individual holding of laml#.

POWER OF THE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 
The relations of labor and capital and of labor­ 
ing men to their employers are of the utmost 
concern to every patriotic citizen. 
When thes# 
are strained and distorted unjustifiable claims 
are apt to be insisted upon iiy both interests, 
and in the controversy which results the welfare 
of all and the prosperity of the country are 
jeopardized. Any intervention of the general 
government within the Jim Psof It* constitu­ 
tional authority to avert such a conu tion should 
1)0 willingly accorded. In a special message 
transm uted to congress at It# last session, I 
sngge* ed the enlargement of our preseat labor 
bureau, and adding to its present function* th# 
power of arbitration in ca.--<M where differences 
a'i-<e between employe# and employeis. When 
these differ, nees reach such a stage a* to result, 
in the Interruption cf commerce tetw een tho 
state* the applies Ion of t 1 j* remedy bv the gen - 
©ral government might to regarded a* entirely 
within it# constitutional powers, and I think 
we might reasonably hope that such arbitration, 
if carefully selected and if entitled to tte confi­ 
dence of the parties to ie affect-d, would te 
voluntarily called to the 
settlem ent of the 
controversy of Ie*# extent and not necessarily 
within the domain of Pderai regulation.

B ut 
after ail has te<ra done by the passage of laws, 
federal or state, to relieve the situation, much 
more remains to be accomplished by the rein­ 
statem ent and cultivation of true American sen­ 
timent which recognize# the equality of Ameri­ 
ca i citiz' uship. This, in the light of our tradi­ 
tions and in loyalty to the spirit# of our Institu­ 
tions, would teach that a heart v co-operation on 
the part of all interested i* the »are*t path to ’ 
national greatness and the happiness of all our 
people; that capital should, in recognizing the 
brotherhoo I ot ourcittz m siiipand iu a s p iritq f 
American falrne*#, generously accord to labor 
Its just compensation and consideration, and 
that contented later is capital’s test protection 
and faithful ally. 
It would teach, too, that the 
diverse situat ions of our ireople are lu-aoerable 
from our clviii/a? mn; tha: every citizen should. 
In hi# sphere.be a contributor to the general 
good; th at capital does Dot necessarily tend to 
the oppression of labor, and that violent dis­ 
turbance# and disorders alienate from their pro­ 
moters true American sympathy and kindly 
feeling.

The find horses ever brought into j 
any part of the land now known as 
the Fnited S tates were landed in F lor­ 
ida by Cabeca de Veca, in 1527, forty- 
tw o in num ber—all ot which perished 
Florida also received the second im ­ 
portation, brought by De Soto, in 
1 5 3 9 . 
In 1609 the English landed at 
Jam estow n, in Virginia, having seven 
horses with them . 
In 1629 Higginson 
im ported horses and other dom estic 
anim als into the colony of M assachu­ 
setts bay. 
Four years earlier 
the 
Dutch com pany had im ported them 
to New York. 
Up to 1773 scarcely

This jack, called the Knight of M alta, 
was a superb black anim al, with the 
form of a stag and the ferocity of a 
tiger. 
The Spanish anim al, the R oy­ 
al Gift, was sixteen hands high, gray, 
heavily m ade and sluggish in disposi­ 
tion. 
W ashington crossed the breeds 
and obtained a favorite jack, called 
Compound, which united the size and 
strength of the Gift with the courage 
and a ctiv ity of the Knight.
